FARMERS ARE WARNED 
TQ PRACTICE ECONOMY 


State College of Agriculture 
Urges Concentration on 
Profitable Acreage Only. 


Concentration of Georgia’s 1931 
farm crops on profitable acreage to 
produce as cheaply as possible, is 
urged in the 1931 Agricultural Outlook 
of the state college of agriculture. 

Warning that the present depres- 
sion is worldwide in scope and that 
improvement in the domestic demand 
for agricultural products may not 
come to any appreciable extent until 
the end of 1931, the Outlook seeks to 
impress upon the farmers and busi- 
nessmen of the state the need of con- 
servatism. 

One of the most pertinent para- 
to the situation faced by Georgia 
farmers this year said: 

“The unfavorable credit situation 
makes it imperative that Georgia 
farmers plan their operations so 4s 
to require as little credit as possible 
and to exercise the utmost economy 
in the use of such credit resources us 
are available. There has_ probably 
never been a time when the farm pro- 
duction of food for the household and 
feed for the livestock was more im- 
portant. The 1931 crop must be a 
cheap crop. Prices are low and no im- 
mediate improvement is in prospect.” 

In reference to cotton, the state's 
chief cash producing crop, the report 
cites the conditions in the market of 
1930 when the reduction of world con- 
sumption of the staple came almost 
wholly in American cotton and that 
last month's report indicated a hold 
over of 1,200,000 bales more than ex- 
isted during the 1929-30 season. 

“The solution of the cotton prob- 
lem,” the report says, “lies in the 
hands of the cotton farmer. Small 
crops invariably bring more actual 
money than do large crops. While the 
Georgia farmers have reduced their 
acreage during the past decade, the 
acreage throughout the cotton belt has 
increased rapidly. 

“Further acreage decrease by Geor- 
git farmers is not necessarily a good 
policy, except by eliminating acres 
that will not give a profitable yield 
under’ present conditions. 

“An increase in average yields and 
improvement in quality, furnish Geor- 
cia farmers their most certain means 
of maintaining their place in cotton 
production.” 

The tobacco grower is warned that 
if the acreage planted in 1930 is 
maintained. in 1931, a “repetition of 
the disastrously low prices received in 
1930 can be expected when the 1931 
crop comes to market.”

6,429 Persons Visit White House 


ForAnnualNewY ear’sHandshaking 


BY ROBERT S. PICKENS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1—(P)— 
President and Mrs. Hoover shook 
hands today with 6,429 persons. 

The White House doors were wide 
open from 11 o'clock in the morning 
until 3:30 in the afternoon and be- 
tween those hours, with the exception 
of 45 minutes for lunch, the chief ex- 
ecutive and first lady received and 
extended a steady stream of New 
Year's greetings. 

The morning was given over to 
afternoon formality was thrown 
aside as 5,500 plain citizens paid their 
respects. 

The line for the publie reception 
formed early, so early that two per- 


sons, Charles Ruby and Arthur De- 
mars, were invited in out of the cold 
and given breakfast. . 

President Hoover heard they were 
prepared to wait until 1 o'clock to 
shake his hand so he had them in at 
7:40 o'clock. shook their hands and 


Ruby and Demars rather took the 
edge off the efforts of J. W. Hune- 
feld, middle-aged Washington paint- 
er, who was the first to be received 
at 1 o'clock. Hunefeld had led the 
line so often that he is known at the 
White House as the “professional! 
first-in-liner.” 

The day of receiving began for 
President and Mrs. Hoover at 10:30 
when the cabinet came to an upstairs 
sitting room to wish them a happy 


new year. At 11 o'clock the diplo- 
matic corps was presented by Am- 
bassador Tellez, of Mexico, dean of 
the corps. 

The supreme court justices follow- 
ed and. next came the senate and 
house members. Approximately 1.000 
officials of various rank were received 
during the morning. 

Luncheon was a hasty meal for the 
Hoovers and the White House staff. 
The long line of people had by that 
time extended up Pennsylvania ave- 
nue and was abreast the state. war 
and navy building. The chiet execu- 
tive wanted the reception to begin as’ 
quickly as possible so the people could 
come in out of the cold. 

Entering the great doors of the 
White House, the line passed through 
the wide corridor into the state dining 
room. From there it passed through 
the red room, into the blue room, 
where Mr. and Mrs. Hoover stood. 

After shaking hands the people 
were shown into the east room, where 
they were allowed to stay as long as 
they wished. Heretofore they had 
beer kept moving in line until. they 
were=out of the White House again. 

Each person passing the president 
received a cordial and personal “Hap- 
py New Year.” a wish echoed almost 
immediately by Mrs. Hoover. 

The Marine band orchestra, under 
the leadership of Taylor Branson, 
played continuously, having been di- 
vided to function in relays. Branson 
was participating in his 27th New 
Year’s White House reception.

PSYCHOLOGIST RAPS 
RELIGIOUS TRANING 


Fails To Keep Boys Out of 


Trouble, Says G. R. 
Mursell.

| A psychologist’s conclusion that reli- 
gious training “has no significant re- 


lation” to delinquency was presented 
to the American association for the 
advancement of science today. 

Three zoologists reported a better 
understanding of the health of women 
through the isolation of three hor- 
mones, which are secretions of the 
ductless glands. 

Boys apparently are just as likely 
to get into trouble when they have 
had religious training as when they 
have not had it, said George H. Mur- 
sell, chief psychologist of the Ohio 
state department of public welfare. 

Under religious training he includ- 
ed the amount of attendance of church 
and Sunday school, knowledge of the

At any rate, the tall Philadelphian has piled up one of the 
greatest tennis records of all time. Probably no other tennis 
player ever held as high an average of play for 12 years. 
lt will be interesting to see whether another can take as definite | 

leadership of the courts in the next few seasons.

Sometime before the end of the 
year 1931 I expect to see a reversal in

of 1929. While I do not venture to set 
the approximate date, I would not be 
surprised to see such a turn during the 
first two or three months.
